The amendments to the drawings and specification to overcome the objection have 
been acknowledged. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The declaration filed on May 20, 2004 under 37 CFR 1 .1 31 is sufficient to 
overcome the Wallace et al. reference. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-14, 16, 17, 20 and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not show singly or in combination, the combination of elements recited in 
claims 1,11 and/or 20 including a method for occluding the vasculature/treating an 
aneurysm/embolic coil where the coil has a proximal portion adapted to be held by a 
detachment portion of an introducer where the proximal portion is relatively smooth and 
a distal portion that has a relatively textured surface which when implanted into a 
patient's vasculature provides improved platelet adhesion compared to a non-textured 
surface, to promote clotting. The term "relatively textured" is a substantially uniform 
roughness where the pockets have diameters of between about 0.125 microns and 
about 50 microns and depths between about 0.25 microns and 20 microns. This 
textured surface is a texture imparted to the material itself and not such as that that 
would be imparted by a coating or braid over the coil material, a texture such as that 
imparted by abrasion or sandblasting.
